The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the invention relates 
to compounds of formula IV, and a process of making compounds of formula I, comprising 
simultaneous protection of OH groups on C-7 and C-10 of 1 0-deacetylbaccatin III, esterifying 
the protected intermediate with oxazlodine derivative of formula II, removing the protecting 
groups and opening the oxazlodine ring by hydrolysis to obtain a compound of formula I. The 
closest prior art of Bourzat et al., US 5,476,954, discloses similar process. However, the 
oxazlodine ring opening preceded the removal of the protecting groups. Also, substituent at 
position R was displaced by H during the ring opening. The substituent is later attached after 
the ring opening and before removing the protecting groups. The novelty of compounds of 
formula IV relates to the presence of methyl at C-4 position instead of AcO as in the prior art(s).
